taught, never practiſed, never uſed or approoved other weapons, 
than ſalt teares,and humble prayers againſt the Pagani/me, Hereſie, 
Apoſtacy and Tyranny of carthly Kings, 

Inftinus Martyr, Tertullian and Cyprian, ſhall beare witneſſe for 
300 years, wherein the Kings and Potentates of the carth, bathed 
themſelves in the bloud of innccents, and profeſſed enmity againſt 
Chriſt and his ſervants, 

eAd inquifitionem veſtram, Chriflianos uos eſſe profitemur, &c, At 
your inquiſition we profeſſc our fclvs to be Chriſtians, thuugh we 


know death tobe the guerdon of our profeſſion (faith [nin Mars Second.apo- 
yr to the Emperor Antonius ) did we expe an carthly kingdom,#g.ad Ant, 
we would deny our Religion, that eſcaping death, we might in ®?2.113+ 


time attain our expeRation : But we feare not perſecution, which 
have not our hope fixcd on the things of this life, becauſe we are 
certainly perſwaded that we muſt dye.

We( faith Terrullian to Scapala the Viceroy of Carthage) are de- Terrull, tb, 
famed,for ſeditious againſt the Imperiall Majeſty ; Yet were the aa $cap. 


Chriſtians never found to be Albinians, Nigrians,or Caſſians ( Albi- 
nus,Niger,and Caſſins were traytors againſt Marcus Antonius, ('om- 
modus , Pertinax and Severus the Emperors ) but they that ſweare by 
the Emperors deicy,the very day before;they that vowed & offred 
facrifice tor the Emperor's health,are found to be the Em; eror's e- 
nemics, A Chriſtian is enemy to no man,much leſſe to the Empe- 
ror : knowing, that the Imperiall Majeſty ,is ordained of God, and 
therefore neceſſarily to be loved, reverenced, and honored, whoſe 
proſperity;together with the welfare of all the Roman EF mpire they 
deſire ſo long as the world ſtandeth. We do therfore honour the 
Emperor, iu ſuch ſort, as is lawſull for us, and expedient for him : 
we reverence him as a mcrtall man, next unto God, of whom he 
holdeth all his authority,only ſubje& to God,and ſo we make him,

ſoveraigne our all,in that,we inake him ſubje&, but to God alone : 
So far Tertullias, ad, 
S. Cyprian (heweth many good reaſons, for the patience of the 
Saints,1n his book againſt Demetrianw. God(faih he) is the reven» 
ger of his ſervants, when they are annoyed, Wherefore no Chri= 
{tian when he is apprehended,doth reli(t or revenge himfclt againſt 
your unjuſt violence, though the number of our people be very 
great. The confidence we have,that God will reward,duth confirm 
our patience,the guiltlefle give way to the guilty, the innocent reſt 
content withtheir undeferved pum(hment and tortures,being ccr- 
tainly aſſured that the wrong done to us, (hall not be unrewarded, 
The more injury we ſuftzr, the moſt juſt and grievous ſhall Goa's 
vengeance be on them that perſecute us, Ir is therfore care and 
manitelt, that the plagues which comed own from Gods indigna- 
tion,do not-come through us poore perſccured C hriſtians,but from 
him whom we ſerve,for the wrong done unto us. So far Cyprian, 
As many as lived according to Chrilt's inſtitution,did never re- 
vile the government of Tyrants,much leſſe by furce reſiſt their vio- 
lence, followtng the patience of Chriſt, who could by his own 
wer, the might ot his Angels, or the ſtrength of his creatures, 
have at the fi-it withſtood, or at the laſt revenged,the injury of the 
Ioh 13.15 P<oPie, the buffer of the Pricſts ſervant,the ſcorn of Herod,the judg» 
lohn 8.22 ment of *PHare,and the violence of the ſouldicrs, He yeelded him- 
Luk. 23.11 felte patiently co death, to teach all his Diſciples, that an injury 
Mar.1515 done by authority,is patiently to be endured, nat torcibly to be re- 
ke pelled, As ſoon a'fo as Pax! became a Chrittia +, his ſ:.41tious and 
'*-  bloudy ſpirit, which he had learned of the Phat ifies, was changed 
into a deſire of peace and quiztnefl-. H2 honored the heathen Ma- 
giſtrates,as Agrippa, Felix and Lif.s, ratify ing his doftrin, by the 
practiſc of his lite, I know that Cardinall Alane,C:rdinall Bellar- 
min, Ficlerus,$1mancha, and other upholders of the Papall tyranny, 
that Stephanus Innius, Franciſcus Hotromanus,G eorgiuns B uchanaritsy 
and other pillars of the Paritan anarchy,do anſwer,that theC kurch 
then,”s it were ſwathed in the bonds of weakneſſe,ha4 notftrength 
ſitticient to make powerfu.l reſiſtance. But theſz Fathers that 
then lived,do convince them,and all orher ſearies of talſhood, by 
making demonſtration of th itrength and potency of the godly 
Chriſtians,in caſe they would have put their forces to the ſtrongelt 
proofe, Secing that all pub.ike places,as Courts, Camps, Confiiio- 
ries, Cities,and countrey Villages, were ſtored and furniſhed with 
men of that profeſſion and quality,as doth molt evidently __ re 
J 
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by the words ofTertwlian,in his Apologetical defence ofthe Chri- 
ſtians;Vna nox panculis faculis, 8&c.Onc night with a few firebrand, 
would yeel us ſufficient revenge, if it were lawſull for ys to requit 
evill for evill. But God forbid, that Chriſtians ſhould cither re- 
venge themſclves with humane fire, or be grieved to ſuffer thac 
wherewith they are tried, Were we diſpoſed, not to praftiſe ſecret 
revenge,but to profeſie open hoſtility, ſhould we want number of 
*men, or force of Armes ? Arc the Moores, or the Parthians, or any 
one nation whatſocver,more in number than we,that are ſpread 0- 
ver all the World ? We arenct of you, and yet we have filled all 
the places and rooms which you have, Your Cities, Iſlands, Ca» 
ſtles, Towns, Aſlemblics, your Tents, Tribes,and Wards ; yea, the 
Imperiall Pallace, Scnate and feats of Indgment, Fur what war, 
wete not we abie & ready, though we were fewer in number than 
you,that go to our Martyrdom ſo willingly ? It it were not more 
lawfull in our Religion to be Naine, than toſlay ? We could with- 
out armour, notby rebelling againſt you, but by departing from 
you, do you diſpleaſure enough,cven with our ſeparation. For ito 
great a multitudegas we are ſhould break out from you,in any other 
"corner of the world,the loſſe of ſo many citizens would ſhame and 
puniſh you. You would feare to ſee your ſelves left ſolitary, even 
amazed,as among the dead. You ſhould then fe ſilence and defolas 
tion every where, You would have many more enemies than in- 
habitants. Whereas now,you have ſewer enemies, becauſe ofthe 
multitude of your citizens that arc almoſt all Chriſtians. Hac Ter- 
" tulliants, 

We ſce by theſe three witnefſes. that the Church of God, in the 
firſt 300 years wantco,neitaer number of men, ſtrength, nor cou- 
rage to reſiſt perſecution, and to have eſtabliſhed rhe Chriſtian 
Faith, if that courſe had been lawfull : but becauſe their Lord had 
given them no ſword to [{trike withall, they choſe rathe to be 
crowned Martyrs for their Religion, than to be puniſhed as tray- 
tors for rebellion, What number of men, what ſtrength of armes 
had tle Church (thinke you) the next 3oo years after it had becn 
backed by Prirces,defended by Laws, provoked by Honorable fa» 
vors to proſc{k Chriſtianity ? Yet all that while the ſervants of 
God,ncither did nor would refiſt Apoſtaſie, Hereſic, or Tyranny 3 
but yeelded their lives with all fubmiſſion, though they wanted 
neither mcancs.nor multitude,convenient for any warsas the next 
chaptcr by impregnable demoſtration ſhall ſhew. 
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The third Chapter prooveth by the Fathers of the ſecond 300, 
years, that the pleaſure of Princes muit be endured with pa- 
tience, when their decrees cannot be obeyed with a 
good Conſcience, 


Henext 300 yeares, the Chriſtians did as patiently endure 

Hereſic, Apoſtaſic and Tyranny, to the glorious tryall of their 
Faith, and the eternall reward of their Patience, Whereof wee 
havea cloud of witneſſes, namely, Hoſims, Liberins, eAthanaſius, 
Hilarins, Balilins Magnus, Gregorins Nazianzents, Lucifer ( ala« 
ritan ,(yrillus Alexandrinus Optatus Milevitanus, Ambroſins, Aus 
guſtinus Chryſoſtomus, Leo the firſt, and G#egory the great. 

Hoſins was a famous Confeſſor in the Church, before Conſtantine 
the great, a worthy Biſhop during that Emperor's raigne, and at- 
ter his death greatly eſteemed of all good men, yea even of (onſtan- 
tins the Arrian Emperor himfelfe, for his old age, great experience, 
exccllent learning, and good converſation. When this worthy 
Prelate, was commanded by the Empcrour, to ſubſcribe to the con- 
demnation of Achanaſiue, he returned tothe Imperiall Majeſty,this 
ſtout,conftant, Chriſtian and duttfull anfwer ; Ego confeſſonu mu- 
nu imple vi primum, cum perſecutio moveretur, ab avs tu Maximi- 
nians: 1 was then a confeflor when your grandfather Maximinian 
perſecuted the Church. Ad if you 4o now raiſe perſecution, I am 
ready toendure any thing, rather then bettray the truth and ſhed 
innocent bluud, I do not hike your manner of writing againſt A- 
th maſizs ; Ceale from it, be nut of the Arrian opinion ; Give-no 
care to the Eaſtern Biſhops : beleeve me rather,that for age might 
be your grandfather. Leave off, I befeech you, and call to mind, 
that youare a mortall man, Feare that dreadfull day of Indgment, 
Entcrpoſe not your ſelts (O Emperor) into the Eccleſiaſticall fer- 
vice, neither command-us in this kind rocondemne the innocent; 
but learn rather ofus, God hatheatrufſteed your Majeſty with the 
Einpire, and committed unto us the fervice of the Church : he 
that with anenvious eye maligneth your Imperiall Soveraignty, 
contradicteth the ordinance oft God, Take heed ( O'Prince) leaſt 
drawing to your fc1fe the right of the Church, you become guilty 
of grievous tranfgreiſion, It is womans en unto Ceſar the things 
that are (eſars,-and to God the things that appertaine to God: 1e 

13 
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ist neither lawfull for us Pricſts to uſurpe your King- 
dome; nor for you Princ:s, to meddle with the facred ſervice and 
facrifices of the Church, Thus far Hoſixs. 

You ſee the grounds, that this good Biſhop (tood upon : rather 
reſolved to ſuff:r any death or torture,than by his conſent to betray 
the truth,or to condemne the guiltleſſe, He admoniſheth freely,and 
reprooveth ſharply, he off:reth his life to the Prince's pleaſure : It 
was far from his meaning, to revile the facred Majeſty, or to ſtir 
up any r-bellion againſt this Hereticall Emperor, which infringed 
the Canons of the Church, without allregard of truth or equity, to 
{crve the humors of the Arrians,and to wrek his anger on them all, 
which yeelded not to that Hereliz, 

Liberixas, a Biſhop of Rawe,did neither excommunicate nor de- 
poſe this wicked Emperour Conſtantixzs, but appcarcd at his com- 
mand, and endured his pleaſure, to the admiration of the e4rrians 
and the confirmation of the Chriſtians, as we find in eArhanafixs, 
Trahitar Liberius ad Imperatorem, &c. Liberins was halcd tothe 
Emperor, when he came to his preſence, he ſpake freely, Ceaſe 
(faith he) O Emperor,to perſecute the Chriſtians, gu nor about by 
any meanes, to bring hercticall impicty-into the Church of God; Liberius 
Weare ready, rather to endure any torture, than to becalled e4r- ey Þ 
rians, Cornpell us not to become enemies unto Chriſt. Fight-not 2p 
againſt him (we bc:feech you) that hath beſtowed the Empire ups 
on you. Render nor impiety to him tor his grace, perfecute them 
not which belecve 1n him, leaſt you heare, it #« bard fur thee to kicks ags guy, 
againſt the pricke, Oh would to God youdid-fo heare it, that you 
m1ght (as Pax! did) beleeve it, Loc weare at hand, and come to 
your preſence, before our enemies the eArrians can invent any 
thing totnformeagainſt us , we: haſtened: to come at your coms 
mand, though we were aſſured of bamiſhinent : that we might as 
bide our puniſhment , before any crime could be objeA:d , much 
leſk prooved againſt us. Whereby it may appeare,that all Chriſti- 
ans are (as we now be) undeſervedly puniſhed ,and the crimes laid 
to their charge nut true, but fained by fycophancy-or-deceitfull 
ſubrilty, 

Thus ſpake L1berizs,and every man admired his reſolution ; but

Hilarins, a Biſhop of France, wrote the ſame time to this ſame 
Emperor in moſt humble manner, Benefica natura tua domine beatiſe 
fime Auguſte : Your milde nature, moſt bleſſed Emperor, agreeing 
with your gracious diſpoſition, and the mercy which floweth a- 
boundantly from the fountain of your fatherly godlineſſe, do affure 
us, that we ſhall obtaine our defire, We beſzech you,not only with 
words, but alſo withxcares, that rhe Catholique Churches, be no 
longer oppreſled with grievous injuries, and endure intollerable 
perſzcutions, and contumelies, and that ( which is moſt ſhametull) 
even of our brethren. Let your Clemency provide,8&c. 

Surely, if it had then been known that the Pope, by his abſolute 
power or indire authority , could have puniſhed or depoſed 
Kings, which the Papiits avouch,or for the Peeres or the Peopleto 
havedone it, which the Pwritanes attirme,ſome of theſe old Biſhops 
would have preſſ:d that point againſt this hereticall Prince, which 
abuſed his ſword to the blaſpheming of Chriſt, the murthcring of 
the Saints,the ſeducing of many thouſand ſoules : by ſtrenghtning, 
maintaining and eſtabliſhing the Arrian crror, But they took it to 
be no Chriſtian mans part, to beare armour (no not defenſive ) a- 
gainſt his Prince, though never ſo wicked,craell or ungodly, 

Holy Athanaſins confaſkth the power of Kings to bee vt God, 
and their impiety not to be puniſhed by man. Sicyt 5n toto mundo 
Deus Rex eſt Imperator & poteſtatem exercet in omnibus : As God is 
King and Emperor over all the World, and exerciſcth his power 
in all creatures: fo the King and Prince is over all carthly men, 
and do h by his abſolute power what he will,even as God himſelf. 

When it was objected againſt this reverend Father Arhanafins, 
that he had incenſed {ſtars the religious Emperor of the Welt, 
againſt Coxſtantius, in the behalfe of the perſecuted Chriſtians : he 
cleared himſelf from that accuſation, in an Apology to the faid Em- 
peror Conftantizs. The Lord, faith he, is my record, and his an- 
nointed your brother, that I never made mention of your Majeſty 
for any evill before your brother of bleſſed memory, that religiqus 
Emperor Conftans. I did never incite him againk you,as thele Ar- 
rians 
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riaws do me, but whenſoever I had accefſe unto him, I re- 
counted | inclination, God knoweth what mention 
I made of your godly diſpoſition. Give ime leave and pardon,moſt 
courteous Emperor, to ſpeake the truth. The ſervant of God (on- 
ſans was not calily drawn to give care to any man in this kind, I 
was never in ſuch credit with him, that I dw ſt ſpeake of any ſuch 
matter, or derogate from one brother before another, or talke re- 
proachfully of one Emperor, in the hearing of another. I am not 
ſo maddc, neither have l forgotten the voyce of God, which faith, 
Curſe not the King in thine heart , and backbite not the mighty in the 
ſecrets of thy chamber : for the birds of the ayre ſhall tell tt, aud the 
winged foule ſhall bewray thee. It then, the things that be ſpoken in 
ſecret againſt Princes cannot be hid : Is thereany lik: lyhood, that 
I in the Emperor's preſence and t:fore ſo many, as continually at- 
tended his perſon, w- uld fay any thing otherwiſe thca well of your 
Majeſty * Thus far Arhanaſ.

Their anſwer to the ſecond queſtion, is grounded on the teſtimo- 
ny of Saint Auguſtine, the practiſe of Princes, and the authority of 
Pal, Kings (fay they) and Emperors by their publique Lawes, 
have forbidden heret1ques,to'enjoy any wordly ſfion, Wher- 
foreſceing we are no heretiques, and that it belongeth not tothe 
Pope, but to Kings and Emperors to puniſh herefics, why doth 
our Lord Paſchal {end Robert, his irmour-bearer, to deſtroy the 
poſſeſſions and to overthrow the villages ofthe Churches, which 
Incaſe they deſerved deſtrution, ought to be deſtroyed by the E- 
dic of Kings and Emperors, which cary the ſword, not without 
good cauſe ? ec, 

For anſwer tothe third queſtion, they ſhew by ſundry places 
of Scripturc,that there is no other helpe againſt ev1ll Princes, than 
prayer and patience, Nihil modo pro [mperatore neſtro dicimus, &C. 
We will for the preſent fay nothing in defence of our F mperor,but 
this we ſay , though he were as bad as you report him to be. wee 
would endure his government, becauſe our fins have deſerved ſuch 
a Governor, Even ſuch a Prince ought not to be reſiſted by yio- 
lencc,but endured by patience anc prayer. Moſes brought many 
plagues upon Phayach,whoſe hearr God had hardnec!,but it was by 
prayer and the lifting up bis hands to keaven. An: S.Paxl recut- 
reth praycrs to be made for all men, for Kings and fuch as arc in au»

If thou have 
in thy hand any vacant, keep the profics of rhem to che Succefors 
and if thou ha't b:{towed any, wedecree the collation void2, and 
recall it, how far ſozver it hath proceeded. W nofocver beleceveth o- 
therwiſe, we account him a foole : Dated at Lateran che fourth of 
the Calcnds of December, and in the 6.yeare of our Papacy. King 
Philip returned his hautincil:, a correſpondent antwer,. v4.4 pilsp 
by the grace of God, King of France, to Boniface bearing himiclte 
for Pope, Sa/utem modicam ive nullam Sciat tua maxima fatuites,L1t- 
tle health or none at all.

and do judge them that thinke otherwiſe fooles and mad men, 
Given at Paris the Wednciday after (and/emaſie, 1301, Queſti- 
onleſ this King that did fo ſcorncfully reje& the Popes chalenge 
pretended from Chriſt, would little regard the claime of the No- 
bles,derived but from the people. 

The fame buſic Boniface, of whom ſome write, that he came in 
like a Foxe craſtcly, raigned like a Li9ncru:lly, and dycd like a 
Dog miſerably, would take upon him the deciſion ofa controver- 
fie between the Kings of Eng/aud and Sroiland, and commanded 
King Edward of England either toccaſc his claim2, or toſead his. 
procurators to the Apoſtolike ſea, to ſhew his r1.zht,and to receive 
ſuch order frem the Pope,as juſtice and equity would require. The 
Lords and Commons then afkembled in Parliamznt at Lincolne, 
ſent Boniface this anſwer in the Kings behalſe, Whereas our moſt 
dreaJ Lord Edward by the grace of God, the Noble King of Eng- 
land,cauſed your Letters to be read openly before us,touching cer. 
taine occurrents of {tate between him and the King of Scerland, we 
did not alittle marvailz at the contents thereof, fo ſtrange and 
wonderfull, as the like hath never been heard of. We know (moſt 
holy father ) and it is well known in this Realms, and alſo to 0» 
ther nations, that the King of Eng/and ought not to make anſwer 
for tris right before any judge Ecclciiaſticall or ſecular :: by reaſon 
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of the free eſtats of his Royall dignity and cuſtome,. without Paramene 
breach at all times unviolably obſerved : Wherefore after treaty: at 7.incobre

about the yeare 750. The truth of which Hiſtory 1s this: Chs/- 
derick, voyd of all Prircely gravity, gave himſclte over to pleaſure 
and wantonneſſ, leaving the burthen of the State to Pipinus, that 
was his Lord Afar/hall : Who conſpired with the Nobles, to ad- 
vance himſclfe,by the deſfition of the King his maſter, To ſet a bet- 
ter colour on the matter, Pipine ſent his Chaplaine to Pope Zacha- 
rie,to have his anſwer to this Queſtion : Whether ſhould be King, 
be that bare the name and did nothing, or be be that grverned the King« 
dome?The Pope gave ſentence with the Marſhall againſt the King, 
whereupon, Childerick was made a ſhorne Monke , and Pipine a 
crowned King.

The eight Chapter ſheweth the danger of this Dottrine, and the 
Originall ofthe Puritan poſition, concerning the power of 
ſtateſmen to punifh and depoſe_> Princes in Mo- 
narchies.

Theſe pr+ictifcs therefore mult be no preſident for Peers or Peg» 
ple to follow, becauſe Cod hath forbidden Chriſtian ſubjz&s to re» 
liſt, __ Kings raigne as Tyran's:; and commanded themtu en» 
dure with paticnce, though they ſuffer as Innocents, And alſo, be» 
cauſe that in ſtead of releeving tl- Commonwealth out of diſtreſſe, 
which is ever the pretence of feo1tious praftitioners, they thall 
heape miſchief on it, and deſolation on themſelves : as (eAguina) 
it he be the Author of the book de regim. principam, ſheweth ma- 

de reg prin. nifeſtly. Eſſer multitudin: periculoſum & ejur reftoribus : It were 

fc.c.6, dangerous to ſubjefts and govcri.ors, that any ſhould att«mpt to 
take away the life of Princes,t' ough they were Tyrants : for com- 
monly, not the well diſpoſed, bur the ll sf. ed mrn, do thruſt 
themſelves into that danger. And the government of ge od Kings, 
is as odions to bad men, as the rule of Tyrants to good people, 
Wherefore the Kingdome, by this preſumption would be rather

From theſe, the Puritans have learned their error, of the powey of 
States-menover Kings, then which,no opinion can bermore dange- 
rous: where the Nobility are as ready to praiſe, as'the Pwrirar 
preachers are to preſcribe, What preſumption is it in men, to paſſe 
the bounds which God hath ſett hes to controll the wifdome of 
the Lord,and his unſpeakable goodnefſe, when he maketh tryall of 
the patience of his Saints, by the out- rage and tyranny of cruell 
Kings, that they which are found patient in crouble, conſtant in 
truth and loyall in ſubjeRion,may be crowhed with glory, Were 
we perſwaded, that the hearts of Kings are in Geds hand, that the 
haires of our head are numbred,and that no affliction can befall us, 
which God doth not diſpoſe tothe exerciſe of our Faith, the tryall 
of our conſtancy, or the puniſhment of our fin, we would as well 


admure the Iuſtice of God,in permitting Tyrants,that our (ins may* . 


be judged, and puniſhed in this world, as praiſe his mercy and fa- 
vour,in giving relt to his ſervants, under the proteion of godly:
